Communists. 


LETS WITNESSES 
BLOW OFF STEAM 


Permits Stream of Propa- 
ganda and Personal Criti- 
cism to Flow Into Rec- 
ord.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—There 
may be a “Red menace” in the 
United States, as Representative 
Hamilton Fish says there is, but 
it has certainly not been made 
visible to the maked eye in the 
hearings conducted here this week 
by the earnest House committee of 


which Mr. Fish Is chairman. 

If Mr. Fish’s committee, which 
is investigating Communist activi- 
ties and propaganda in the United 
States, uncovered any peril during 
yesterday's wordy sitting, it was 
only the peril that anybody invites 
when he allows himself to be but- 
tonholed and pressed into a corner 
by the voluble advocate of a cause. 

Smarting, perhaps, under’ the 
criticism that it has not been fair, 
the committee suffered William Z. 
Foster, head of the Communist 
movement in the United States, 
and two or three of his co-workets 
to sit across the table and pour 
upon its head a stream of argu- 
ments for the Communist system, 
interspersed with attacks on the 
committee’s aims and methods. 

10,000 Communists In U. S. 

It appeared from Foster’s testi- 
mony that the dues-paying Com- 
munists- in a population of 120,- 
000,000 number between 10,000 
and 12,000, of whom 30 to 40 per 
cent are American citizens. He 
declined to make an estimate of 
the number who might be in sym- 
pathy with the movement. 

Foster never lost his poise or 
his fluency as he hurled his soft- 
voiced charges against the commit- 


, tee and the capitalist system of 


government. The American Stalin, 
as he has been called, had €he 
philosophy of communism at his 
tongue’s end and availed himself | 
fully of the opportunity to get it 
into the record. 

Foster said the purpose of the 
communist movement was to de- 
fend the interests of the world’s 
workers against capitalism and 
ultimately to abolish capitalism. 
He advocated the confiscation by 
the workers of the “social necessi- 
ties of life.” Religion, he said, 
was an “opiate” used to drug the 
masses. When a _ worker joined 
the movement, it was assumed that 
his religious beliefs, if any, were 
“In process of liquidation.” 


Down on ‘Church Marriages. 

Any member of the Communist 
party in Russia who might be 
married by the church would 
eventually be put out of the party. 
He meant by this, he explained, 
that “anyone so imbued with re- 
ligious superstition as to be mar- 
ried in church, would be of no 
value to the party.” 

“We believe,” he said; “in de- 
veloping the class consciousness of 
workers, and this will eventually 
bring them into conflict with the 
capitalist system and its whole 
ideology.” 

One had only to look at the 
state of the world today, Foster 
flung at the committee, to see that 
capitalism had failed. “Look,” he 
said, “at the mass unemployment, 
at the wage cutting, at the Latin 
American revolutions, at Germany 
oh the verge of revolution, at con- 
ditions tn India and China.” 

Capitalism, he said, must give 
way to a “new and higher order.” 
There must be a goOvernment of 
workers and farmers, a govern- 
ment “of producers and not of ex- 
ploiters.” Every attempt of the 
workers to defend their interests, 
he charged, was met by capitalist 
governments with terroristic means 
of suppression. He cited the use 
of the militia in connection with 
the Danville, Va., strike. 

He was asked whether his party 
advocated the use of force to bring 
on the industrial revolution. A 
ruling class, he replied, never gave 
up control without a struggle. No 
fundamental change could come 
about in any other way. Yes, there 
would be force—force “‘precipitat- 
ed by the capitalist class.” 

Social Equality for Negroes. 

He spoke warmly for social 
equality between whites and Ne- 
groes. He believed a Negro should

The meeting here was arranged 
because of Dr. Browne's lecture 
schedule which made it impossible 
for him to.travel to Los Angeles 
for his own wedding. He Arrived 
in St. Louts from the East Friday 
sto fill speaking engagements before 
the Junior League and Washington 
University Monday and Tuesday, 
respectively. Mrs. Lissner, accom- 
panied by her father, arrived yes- 
terday morning. From here, Dr. 
Browne will continue on his lecture 
tour of Eastern colleges and uni- 
versities, taking his bride with him. 

Literary Works. 

Dr. Browne is perhaps most 
widely known for his work, “This 
Believing World,” a study of com- 
parative religion published in 1926. 
It was widely discussed and has 
béen translated into many lan- 
guages. Other works include “That 
Man Heine,” “The Story of the 
Jews,” “The Adventures of Ancient 
Israel,” “‘The Graphic Bible,” and 
“Why Are Jews Like That?’ A new 
work, “Since Calvary,” a history of 
Christianity, will appear soon. 

It is this work that is illustrated 
by his bride, their professional as- 
sociation having contributed to

He hailed the Soviet govern- 
ment “the only workers’ govern- 
ment in the world, the beginning of 
a new system of society and ofa 
new era in which the exploitation 
of workers will be abolished.” 
“We operate,” he said, “under 
the principles of the declaration of 
independence, which says that 
when a government no longer rep- 
resents the rights of the masses, it 
is the privilege and duty of the 
masses to overthrow that govern- 
ment.”’

Why Mellon Opposes Plan. 

Melion summed up his opposition 
to the cash payment in the follow- 
ing words:

He said the actual present value 
of the certificates, which do not 
mature for about 16 years, is about 
$1,770,000,000, an@ to pay their 
face value would represent a distri- 
bution of an additional $1,640,000,- 
000. 

“TI know of no fustification,” he 
said, “for approximately doubling 
in effect the distribution. provided 
for in the adjusted compefisation 
act by the device of payment 15 
years in advance of maturity, par- 
ticularly when such a preposal in- 
volves an enormous additional btr- 
len on the taxpayers of the Unif®a 
States.” 

Mellon said he was definitely of 
the opinion that the Goverrment 
cannot successfully sell $3,500,- 
000,000 of bonds for this purpose 
at this time. 

He conceded there was some 
argument in favor of giving the 
veterans cash on the presént actual 
value of their certificates, involv- 
ing $1,770,000,000, but he | ex- 
pressed serious doubt that these 
payments would constitute a real 
benefit to the veterans. He called 
attention to the insurance for the 
future carried by the certificates 
and the ability of the holders to 
borrow on them. 

Vandenberg suggested as a min- 
imum measure that the Govern- 
ment reduce the 6 per cent rate 
charged on the loans from the cer- 
tificates.

Effect on, the Public Debt. 
“Finally, we come to the third 
consideration, as to whether the 


borrowing of the vast sum needed 
can be effected without interfer- 
ence with public debt operations 
and without greatly increased in- 
terest costs on the public debt. My 
opinion is that it cannot. In March, 
1931, the Treasury is faced with 
public maturities in excess of $1,- 
100,000,000 calling for a large re- 
tunding operation. While the mar- 
ket for Government securities is at 
present good, we cannot take it 
for granted that it has a capacity 
to take an indefinite amount of 
these securities. 

“It will be a sufficient task to 
issues already 
planned without an additional one, 
and putting -in additional issues 
will undoubtedly result in a higher 
cost of credit to the Government. 
Moreover, the day is not distant 
when many billions of dollars of 
bonds bearing 4% per cent in- 
terest rate became callable. A 
large increase in the public debt at 
this time, whether in the form of 
short-term paper or even long- 
term bonds, must necessarily ad- 
vegsely affect the extremely im- 
portant refunding operations that 
must be undertaken.”

COMPLETES 50 YEARS 
WORK IN MALL ROOM

A. C. Hehl’s Connection With 
Post-Dispatch to Be Marked 
With Dinner Tonight. 


Fifty years ago yesterday, on 
Dec. 6, 1880, August C. Hehl, then 
a tall youth of 18 years, walked 


into the Post-Dispatch office at 111 
North Broadway, took off his coat 
and went to wrapping up bundles 
of papers for mailing. 

He had learned to handle this 
work in the office of another 
Louis daily, the morning Times, 
which long ago passed into news- 
paper history. At first, with a 
few hundred papers a day to mail, 
out of a total circulation of a few 
thousand, he was able to handle 
the new job with one helper. Ail 
he needed was a good-sized pot of 
paste, some wrapping paper and 
plenty of elbow-grease. 


As the paper grew, and was 
organized into departments, Hehl 
was made foreman of the muil 


and he has been foreman 
ever since. His department rol 
has grown to 41 men regularly 
employed, with 20 extras at weck- 


roorr., 


ends for getting out the Sunday 
paper. 
The fiftieth anniversary of 


Hehl's connection with the Post- 
Dispatch will be observed with a 
dinner, to be given tlnight at the 
Marquette Hotel. The Mailers’

Telling of his work a half cen- 
tury ago and in later years, Heh! 
said: 

“There were no motor trucks 
waiting.in the alley then, to rush 
the out-of-town shipments of pa- 
pers to fast trains. Anthony 
Brown, the porter, carried the sack 
of mail over his shoulder, to the 
Postoffice at Third and Olive, and 
it was no heavy load at first. Later 
he had to make more trips and be- 
gan to use a pushcart and then it 
got to be a job for a horse and 
wagon. Now we shoot big bundles 
of papers to the trains on trucks, 
and put them on the baggage cars, 
and the Air Mail gets its share. 

“Less changes have been made 
in our work by machinery than in 
most other lines. We had a hand- 
mailer when [I started out, a press 
which printed the addresses of in- 
dividual subscribers on wrappers. 
It was part of my job to keep the 
list corrected, and I learned enough 
about printing to do the typeset- 
ting that was required. That work 
has long since been turned over to 
the typographical department. 

“The Post-Dispatch moved from 
the Broadway location to 517 Mar- 
ket street. The third location was 
at 513 Olive street, then we were 
on Broadway between Olive and 
Pine streets, and-since 1917 in the 
present building. The biggest 
changes in the mailing room have 
come through the growth of the 
Sunday paper. When I began, we 
had no Sunday paper, and when 
the Sunday edition was first started 
it was handled like the weekday 
copies. But now, about one-half 
the work of the mailing depart- 
tnent is in assembling the different 
parts of the Sunday paper, both for 
mailing and for local and suburban 
circulation.” 

When the mailers’ trade was un- 
ionized in. 1893 HehI became a 
charter member of the local union. 
He was & delegate to this year's 
convention of the national body, in 
Houston, Tex. He lives at 1716 
Lawrence street. Mrs. Hehl died 
five years ago. A daughter, Mrs. 
W. Paul Fox, lives in Chicago. 

John Burbach, who was Hehl's 
first co-worker in the Post-Dis- 
patch mailing room, is still en- 
gaged in the mechanical end of 
newspaper publishing in St. Louis.

| Sixty-Odd Fatalities Mostly 
Among Those Past 50 

With Weak Hearts or Re- 
spiretory Systeme.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Dec. 6.— 
Villagers in the Meuse Valley went 
back tonight to the homes from 
which they had fled in terror be- 
fore a wall of fog which appeared 
to carry death. The fog had lifted. 

With it went the mystery. Pub- 
lic Health Commission officers, aft- 
er an official investigation, de- 
clared that the 60-odd deaths at- 
tributed to the fog had _ resulted 
from the naturally weakened res- 
piratory systems of the victims. 
With few exceptions all of those 
who died were more than 50 years 
old. A third of them had passed 
60 and several] were over 70. Most 
of them suffered from heart dis- 
ease and were known to have had 
chronic bronchial trouble. The 
doctors said it was the cold, 
smoke-laden fog, and nothing else, 
which choked them to death. 

These findings, supported by the 
diagnoses of physicians who haa 
spent a frantic night treating the 
victims, exploded the theory that 
noxious -gases from industrial 
plants had caused the deaths, and 
they dissipated the fears of peas- 
ants, who had clung to the theory 
that the fog was only a screen for 
a deadly gas attack. 

Some of the farm stock died and 
last night cattle slept in the farm- 
houses with their owners. 

At the village of Uccle on the 
outskirts of Brussels there was a 
real gas tragedy. Five children, 
ranging in age from six months to 
six years were asphyxiated in their 
beds by gas escaping from a heater 
while their parents were away 
from home. 

During the fog inside of villag- 
ers’ houses, three or four families 
huddled together for shelter ani 
companionship while in the streets 
men went about with their mouths 
and noses protected by handker- 
chiefs and improvised gas masks. 
New York Authority Thinks Fog 

Deaths Due to Ill Health. 


A. Tobey, New York author of a 
treatise on plagues, advanced the 
theory today that a milky fog over 
the Meuse Valley in Belgium 
caused 64 déaths there with the 
aid of no other agent than ill 
health. 

Dr. Tobey declared that a fog 
close to the saturation point, wet 
and cold and lasting 72 hours, like 
the one described in the Meuse, 
would “throw over the line” per- 
sons in ill health who were near 
the border of .death. 

Dr. Tobey recently published 
“Riders of the Plagues.” He dis- 
counted any plague theory in the 
Meuse disaster. : 

He recalled that in 1577 during 
the black assizes in England “an 
infectious damp” pervaded the 
courtroom in which Roland Jenks 
was fon trial for profaning the 
Protestant religion. More , than 
600 persons sickened and within a 
month 500 died. 

“We know now that the deaths 
were due to typhus fever, which is 
carried by the bite of an Infected 
fly,” he said. “If there was indeed 
‘an infectious. damp,’ it probably 
was a fog which served to lowér 
the vital resistance of the stricken 
persons.”’ 

The scientist-author was of the 
general opinion that too much is 
known about disease to attribute 
the’ Meuse deaths to any mysteri- 
ous agent other than the two pos- 
sibilities advanced by him.

Workmen under the direction of 
Prof. Maiuri, uncovered the porch 
and peristyle of the house today. It 
is near the place where two days 
ago they found two picturesque 
tragic masks; leading to the sur- 
mise that this was the house of a 
patrician family in which treas- 
ures would be found. 

The objects already recovered 
have been taken to the National 
Museum at Naples. 

It was learned tonight that the 
tregsure was found under a floor 
instead of in a room, as first re- 
ported. 

Excavators were clearing ancient 
Vesuvius ashes from a peristyle 
when they discovered that the tiled 
flooring sounded hollow. They 
found a sort of a trapdoor after in- 
vestigating, and when they decend- 
ed discovered an almost modern 
looking box which contained relics. 


MQRE WOMEN SUPPLANTING 
MEN IN GOVERNMENT JOBS 


Civil Service Body Reports They 
Fill High Technical and 
Other Positions,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Wom- 
en are supplanting men more and 
more in Government jobs. 

The Civil Service Commission re- 
ported today that their progress in 
this direction was shown by their 
increased numbers in higher scien- 
tific and technical positions, and 
that they had demonstrated an 
ability to win positions formerly 
held by men and boys. 

“During the year,’’ 
said, “women were appointed as 
inspector of customs, immigrant 
inspector, telegraph operator, Lino- 
type operator and minor observer 
in meteorology.

It was argued 
that without dry support the meas- 
ure never would get by Congress 
and before the people.

general discussion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—It was 
evident tonight that opposition to 
the confirmation of Frank R. Mc- 
Ninch, of North Carolina, nomi- 
nated by President Hoover for a 
place on the new Fedéral Power 
Commission, has reached formid- 
+ able proportions. If he is con- 
firmed, it will be only after a 
strenuous fight. 

Among those openly opposing 


him are Senator Lee Overman, 
Senator-elect Josiah Bailey and 
Gov. Max Gardner of North Car- 
olina, Chief Justice Stacey of the 
North Carolina Supreme Court, 
and Josephus Daniels, former Sec- 
retary of the Navy and publisher 
of the Raleigh News and Ob- 
server. 

In a blistering letter receiyed by 
Overman today, Bailey charged 
that McNinch was appointed as a 
reward for supporting Hoover in 
the 1928 presidential campaign, 
that he is |} lawyer-politician, pos- 
sessing no particular qualifications 
for the job, that he refused to 
make report of the receipt and 
disbursement of funds in that cam- 
paign, and that the impression 
prevails that some of the money 
was contributed by power com- 
panies, 

To Demand Open Hearing. 

Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, chairman of the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce . committee, to 
which the Power Commission nom- 
inations have been referred, said 
tonight that he would demand 
open hearings When the names 
come up next Thursday, and felt 
assured of support from a majority 
of the committee. He added that 
McNinch certainly will be asked 
where he got the moncy used in 
the 1928 campaign, and how he 
spent it. - 

Indications are the McNinch ap- 

pointment will turn out to be an- 
other Parker case. It will be re- 
called that Judge John J. Parker 
of North Carolina, was nominated 
by President Hoover for the United 
States Supreme Court after Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior Dix- 
on had written that such an ap- 
pointment would be “a master po- 
litical stroke,” tending to keep 
North Carolina in line for the ad- 
ministration. Parker was reject- 
‘a by the Senate. 
In his letter to Senator Over- 
man, Senator-elect Bailey charged 
that the appointment was “‘trans- 
parently political,” and declared 
that McNinch’s appointment as a 
Democrat viojated the spirit @f the 
law requiring that at least two of 
the five commissioners shall be 
Democrats. To take advantage of 
this-Provision by naming a Demo- 
crat, as a reward for having sup- 
ported the Republican ticket, he 
said, defeated the purpose of the 
provision. 

Bailey Voices Suspicions. 

The impression is general in 
North Carolina, he continued, that 
at least one power company was 
among the contributors to the Hoo- 
ver campaign fund ‘collected and 
expended by McNinch in 1928. Al- 
luding to McNinch's refusal to 
make a report of the fund, in de- 
fiance of a ruling ‘by the Attorney- 
General, that the law required such 
a report, Bailey said: “If he had 
nothing to conceal, why did he 
pursue the course of a man who 
had something to conceal? Certain- 
ly if any power company di con- 
tribute to his fund, Mr. McNinch 
is disqualified. Whatever the facts, 
it cannot be denied that he mani- 
fested a contempt for public opin- 
ion and sound policy, and that any 
decision in which he might par- 
ticipate, affecting the interests of 
the power companies, would be 
viewed with widespread suspicion. 
“The circumstances of this ap- 
pointment give color to the susti- 
cion that one or more power com- 
panies are seeking to take a hand 
in the selection of those who, in a 
judicial capacity, are to determine 
questions of right between the 
companies and the consumers.”

Request of Plumber Denied. 

In the case of Leonard de Bord, 
51283 Vernon avenue,/a plumber, 
the Court denied a request that his 
claim for $100 deposited at noon 
the last day the bank was in busi- 
ness, be placed in the preferred 
class. De Bord contend@éd he was 
entitled to such preference because 
the bank officials accepted his de- 
posit when they knew the deposi- 
tory was about: to fail.

In Wages Praised as Triumph 


Of Fascism by Mussolini 


Cabinet’s Action Designed to Balance Budget, 
Was Direct, and Not Hampered by 
“Demagogic Parliamentarians.” 


By Benito Mussolini. 
(Copyrixht. 1930.) 

ROME, Dec. 6.—When the Ital- 
yn Cabinet recently by one bold 
groke reduced the salaries of State 
employes by 12 per cent it was 
nave and decisive in meeting the 
necessity for national economy and 
i accomplished results which are 
nique in modern times. 
Governments today have hitherto 
lacked the courage to economize in 
this way because wage reduction 
leaves them open to the attack of 
gi] demogogues who profess to 
favor labor but who in reality ca- 
+ Governments are afraid to 
make themselves unpopular by 
such a move and run the risk of 
ising their positions at the next 
elections. 

The decision of the Italian Cab- 
inet was taken after profound 
study of our fiscal situation. When 
it was found that the only effective 
way to meet the problem was by 
reduction of salaries of state em- 
ployes, that bold step was taken, 
It has led to such favorable reper- 
cussions in the country’s financial 
and economic situation that it can 
be said without fear of contradic- 
tion that our whole economic 
movement is heading toward bet- 
ter equilibrium and normalcy. 

Duty of Government Chief. 

The immediate problem to be 
met was that of balancing the 
budget. It was practically impos- 
sible to ask more and heavier taxes 
on our taxpayers who were already 


U 


wie | 
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overburdened. We chose the more 
difficult way and endeavored to 
harmonize the Government’s fiscal 
system with that of the country’s 
economy. 

It was a heavy sacrifice to exact 
of civil servants, but. we imposed it 
with a sure hand like a surgeon 
ordering a painful operation know- 
ing that it is for the patient’s good, 
for in the long run even these 
same employes cannot but gain by 
the removal of a budget deficit. 
They are more directly interested 
in the removal of a deficit than 
others. It is the duty of the chief 
of the Government to take the re- 
quired steps when he discovers 
that the financial foundations of 
the state need to be -reinforced. If 
he permits a heavy chariot to gain 
a rapid momentum on the descent 
of easy spending which leads into 
an abyss, it is fatal, That mo- 
mentum will increase at a more 
rapid rate and become more diffi- 
cult to control. 


As I said, the immediate prob- 
lem of the Government was to keep 
the budget balanced, which in turn 
had the effect of maintaining un- 
disturbed the ratio that we had es- 
tablished between gold and paper. 
We have sworn to keep the lira at 
92.46 to the pound sterling and 19 
to the dollar, and, though it has 
meant hard work and tiresome 
striving for our country, we have 
succeeded in continuing the stabil- 
ity and firmness of our standard to 
such an extent that since March 14, 
our restrictions on international ex- 
change have been removed and 
trading has become free. The fact 
that we have been bold enough to 
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Rents and Prices Drop. 

Bven beyond the fiscal needs of 
the Government, this stroke has 
had a penetrating effect in the en- 
tire country’s economy. When the 
news flashed through Italy that the 
Government had taken the lead in 
effecting economies, there was a 
nation-wide wave of acceptance for 
further economies in the whole 
fabric of the nation’s wealth-pro- 
ducing, wealth-conserving agencies. 

The labor syndicates immediate- 
ly began studying the problem. 
Landlords voluntarily reduced their 
rents without any direct pressure 
on the part of the Government 
whatsoever. Retail prices began to 
drop. Our whole country had 
taken on a new spirit of frugality 
and retrenchment which found its 
echo from the biggest factories 
down to the hut of the humblest 
peasant. 

What we have done in adjusting 
the nation’s economy by this act is 
something new among modern gov- 
ernments. The decision of the 
Cabinet had immediate effect. The 
measure did not have to suffer any 


laborious toaguresome procedure of 


being masticated and chewed to 
pieces by demagogic parliamenta- 
rians. The stroke was direct and 
speedy. Its efficacy was proved in 
the voluntary endeavor of all 
classes to collaborate in the Gov- 
ernment’s scheme, 

Some may say the Fascist Cabi- 
net intervenes too much in their 
country’s financial and commercial 
policy, but we are too much con- 
cerned by the necessity of our aims 
to allow any waste in the name of 
dubious ideologies. Anyhow, other 
governments do the same thing but 
with less courage and less consist- 


ency. 
Meeting a Orisis. 

What is the result? We have 
the whole country striving to 
economize to meet the crisis in- 
duced by the world-wide stagna- 
tion of trade. Within a few days, 
prices of the prime necessaries 
came down. There was a notable 
reduction generally based on the 
criterion which the Government 
had set up, namely a reduction of 
12 per cent. Some commodities

such as drugs enjoyed a-reduction 
of 30 per cent. We have been and 
still are a nation of savers and 
economizers, and evel the 10 cen- 
times which a workman saved on 
his daily bread is bound to have a 
far-reaching effect on the whole 
financial and economic fabric. It 
‘seems little in individual cases, but 
in the aggregate it means billions 
for the nation’s wealth. The spirit 
with which our people have fol- 
lowed the lead of the Government 
in effecting this adjustment of 
their daily consumption shows they 
are one with us in restoring the 
flow of the nation’s life to its nor- 
mal state. 

Considering the lra now at four 
timés its prewar value; we based 
our calculations on that standard. 
Prices had gone up partly due to 
the fact of an uneconomic mental- 
ity. Rising values during and aft- 
er the war came when everybody 
thought himsejf entitled to a dis- 
proportionately high margin of 
profit.

Contrasts Old Method with New. 

Crises have come to virtually 
every nation at least-once or even 
twice or three times since the war. 
Italy suffered a postwar crises 
through 1919-1920. We all know 
with what confusion attempts were 
made to obtain a reduction of 
commodity prices. We shall never 
return to those days when there 
were sporadic invasions of stores 
and warehouses with mobs forcing 
reductions of prices on timid mer- 
chants. The present move is bold- 
ly in contrast with éhat of those 
days. Today we find voluntary 
arms ready to respond to the na- 
tion’s cry for retrenched economy. 
Prices are being brought down to 
a level of what is economically 
possible, with factors of cost of 
production, marketing, distribu- 
tion and foreign competition all 
taken into consideration. 

Under our establishment of “the 
corporative state” and with the or- 
ganizations which we have built 
up, we can undertake such reforms 
as the present one on a country- 


'wide scale, whereas other countries 


operating with inadequate control 
over forces Of production, distribu- 
tion and consumption find them- 
selves almost hlepless to discover a 
remedy. Our whole policy has been 
on a countrywide basis and our 
ministry has been run like a cor- 
poration. We have been working 
and studying in order to arrive at 
a just computation so that all 
classes of the population will be 
safeguarded. This has permitted 
us to make decisions which have 
had immediate and far-reaching 
economic effects. We have abol- 
ished custom taxes between one 
city and another, which was itself 
a survival of the Middle Ages. We 
have prohibited the establishment 
of any new smail retail houses) 
which would have been an encun- 
brance on the market and we have 
with fearless determination infiu- 
enced the curtailment of prices of 
the chief commodities of life. 
“Revolutionary but Sound.” 

What we have done has been 
revolutionary, but it has been 
sound and efficacious. The present 
world stagnation forces each coun-| 
try to a period of frugality to pay, 
its debts. By our newly established | 
economy we are going _ through | 
such a time, reducing expenditures | 
co that our national wealth will be; 
conserved and that we may pre- | 
vent any waste in what we are pro- 
ducing. Between the two roads 
open to us, namely that of in- 
creased spending and hard saving, 
we are taking the latter in an ir- 
resistible spirit to complete our fi- 
nancial and economic reconstruc- 
tion. 

We must pay up what debts w?) 
have contracted. We have made 
our own obligatioris, and, as we 
expect fulfilment of the pledges 
others have made to us, s0 we are 
fully deterjiined to respect our 
pledges toward others. Even in the | 
matter of war debts, which are a | 
great drain on our treasury, we are | 
firmly resolved to meet them with | 
the same fortitude as our soldiers 
met the enemy on the field of bat- | 
tle.

attainment of that goal is strict 
retrenchment. In times like the 
present, the word work rather than 
the word salary must be accentu- 
ated, to use Keyserling’s expression, 
because high salary—‘merely nom. 
inal when work is scarce”’—is 
equivalent to a life delusion and 
unfounded hope.

Condemnation  Commis- 
sioners Outline Tentative 
Benefit District but Have 
Not Computed Damages. 


Condemnation commissioners ap- 
pointed recently to fix damages 
and benefits in the re-establish- 
ment of the Lindell boulevard 
building line, between Grand boul- 
evard and Kingshighway, have 
outlined a tentative benefit district 
but have not computed the dam- 


Four buildings are involved. City 
officials and property owners think 
two of them, apartment houses, 
should not have been included. The 
other structures are automobile 
shops, whose appearance on this 
important thoroughfare was a 
cause of complaint in past discus- 
sions of the zoning situation. 

The latter structures are the 
office part of an automotive serv- 
ice station operated by H. C. Mer- 
ry. Inc., at 3920 Lindell, and the 
showroom of the building now oc- 
cupied by the Lindell Chevrolet 
Co. at No. 3949. The apartments 
whose inclusion is questioned are 
the seven-story Kenrick Square, at 
the northeast corner of Vandeven- 
ter avenue and Lindell, and a 
three-story building owned by the 
Banister Real Estate Co. at the 
northwest corner of Euclid avenue 
and Lindell. 

“Apartment Slicing Too Costly.” 

The Kenrick Square, except for 
& part which is.set back, is built 
up to the edge of the sidewalk, 
encroaching 25 . feet beyond the 
new building line. The other en- 
croaches 16 feet: Some prdperty 
owners who would be assessed to 
raise the funds with which the 
city would pay for slices taken off 
the various buildings have suz- 
gested to the city that no properly 
laid out benefit district would 
produce the amount needed to pay 
just damages for trimming off the 
apartments. It is likely property 
interests will seek ah amendment 
of the ordinance to avoid interfer- 
ing with these places. 

In the case of the Kenrick 
Square Apartments it is pointed 
out that they stand on the branch 
of Lindell on the north side of 
Kenrick Square, which is generally 
regarded as an extension of Mc- 
Pherson avenue. For that reason, 
it is thought this building does not 


he 


up and down Lindell proper. The 
bullding line was established only 
for sake of appearances. 

No other buildings encroach on 
the line. The line, as established 
by ordinance, prohibits erection of 
buildings closer than 25 feet from 
the property line at the sidewalk, 
except that the distance is 30 feet 
between Sarah street and Euclid 
avenue, and the existing buildings 
of St. Louis University and the old 
part of the Melbourne Hotel, both 
at Grand, are exempted. It ts per- 
missible to have porches and other 
appendages not more than four 
feet beyond the line. 

The commissioners have fixed 
the boundaries of the benefit as- 


lows: West Pine boulevard (both 
sides), Grand, Kingshighway and 
@ line 400 feet north’ of Lindell 
Associate City Counselor McKit- 
trick, in charge of the case, thinks 
the final district may cover only 
both sides of Lindell between 
Grand and Kingshighway. 

Status of Auto Shops. 

While neither apartment house 
involved violates the present or the 
former zoning law, the two automo- 
bile shops were built in the interval 
between the laws and could not 
have been permitted to go up with 
zoning in effect. However, there 
was nothing Ulegal in their erection 
and the city must pay damages for 
their removal. The Kenrick Square 
Apartments were constructed in 
the interval between the zoning 
laws, but .the other apartment 
building is considerably older. 
The condemnation commission- 
ers, who were appointed Oct. 31 by 
Circuit Judge Pearcy, are: Albert 
Wenzlitk, a.real estate dealer: 
Charlies J. Daly, former president 
of the Real Estate Exchange, and 
Peter Anderson, plastering con- 
tractor and First Ward Republican 
committeeman. |

on Lindell that do not conform 
with present zoning regulations as 
to usage, but which cannot. be re- 
moved because they were opened 
legally in the interval between 
laws.

Requests From All Parts of Na- 
tion and Some Foreign Cities 
Have Been Received. | 
\ j 
Requests have been reported 
from all parts of the United States 
and a number from large concerns 
in foreign nations by the Industrial 
Bureau of the Industrial Club of 
St. Louls requesting copies of “An 
Outline for Market Surveys,” by 
George C. Smith, director of the 
Industrial Bureau. 
At present more than 2100 copies 
of the book have been mailed. Sev- 
eral large business corporations 
have asked for as many as 15 books 
but the Industrial Bureau has de- 
clined the requests, allowing but 
one copy of the outline to go to 
each firm. 


The “Outline for Market Sur- 
veys” is said to be the first exhaus- 
tive summary of what the Distribu- 
tion Census will show, and how to 
interpret it. It enumerates many 
of the useful factors from which to 
appraise the consuming power of a 
market for any product. 

The author compiled the book in 
anticipation of the economic value 
of the statistics to be available in 
the United States for the first time 
when the Government's 1930 Cen- 
sus of Distribution is made public. 
According to the author, the out- 
line explains for the first time how 
the manufacturer, community or 
distributer may use this informa- 
tion in ascertaining market areas, 
extent of wholesale and retail trade 
and other characteristics of the 
market. One portion of the outline 
constitutes the first complete pre- 
sentation to the public of the entire 
group of classifications in the Cen- 
sus of Distribution. 

The book deals wit’ a widespread 
variety of factors affecting: The 
determination of the trading area, 
population characteristics, standard 
of living, wealth, trade, including 
wholesale, retail and industria} 
sales, and production. 

Included in the outline is an ex- 
haustive bibliography with a num- 
ber of graphs and exhibits which 
show methods of determ ing mar- 
ket areas and of presenting, picto- 
rially, statistical data concerning 
markets. 

Following the issuance of the 
book, the Industrial Bureau and the 
author received letters commend. 
ing the book. Executives represent- 
ing manufacturing concerns, mar- 
keting institutions and various or- 
ganizations throughout the United 
States have recognized the work 
for its value to community, manu- 
facturer and distributer. —~

River” Water as Well 


as Inexhaustible Supply of Under- 
ground Water Available 


The St. Lous Industrial 
is richly endowed with resources 
of water Loth fur domestic and 
industrial uses. This applies both | 
to the districts on the Missouri and 
the Illinois sides of the Mississippi. 
Filtered and treated river water is 
the common source for domestic 
use. Industrial plants on both 
sides may use raw river water, if 
it will sWit their purposes and they 
are located convenient to the river. 
The Cahokia power plant draws all 
of its immense supply of water di- 


rectly from the Mississip;i River. 

On the East Side there is an un- 
derground source of water supply. 
In Illinois, in the area directly op- 
posite St. Louis, there is what is 
known as the “American Bottoms.” 
Tt is a flat section efcircled by 
bluffs beginning at Alton, and com- 
ing fairly close to the river again 
near Dupo. The towns of Ed- 
wardsville, Collinsville and Belle- 
ville are situated on the plateau 
just over the biuffs. At some time 
in the past a large lake probably 
covered what is now the “Ameri- 
can Bottoms.” The basin owed its 
existence, in all probability, to 
giacial action. The soil deposit is 
» combination of glacial sands and 
gravel with river sediment. This 
combination has resulted im the 
catching of a large underground 
reservoir of water, at a depth of 
about 100 feet. The drainage ts 
toward the river,.so that, while 
water remains in the river, there 
will always be plenty of under- 
ground water on the East Side. 

Harry F. Porter, managing di- 
rector of the Industrial Bureau of 
the Granite City District, says that 
advantage has been taken of this 
condition by many of the great in- 
dustrial plants in the Granite City 
district and elsewhere on the East 
Side, who rely ’on this underground 
water fer their supply for indus- 
trial purposes. A large producer 
ef pig iron and coke, which re- 
quires tremendous quantities of 
water, procures its entire supply 
from the underground source. The 
great oil refineries at Wood River 
use considerable water from under- 
ground, 

“This underground water.” said 
Mr. Porter, “has a temperature of 
60 degrees F. as it comes from be- 
low. It is high in dissolved solids, 
chiefly iron compounds, and for 
this reason some of the plants pre- 
fer to use main water for steam- 
making, as it is somewhat softer.

Many, however, have installed 
softening plants and use under- 
ground water freely for all pur- 


poses. 

“If the raw well water will do, 
it can be obtained by pumping at 
a cost not to exceed two cents the 
1000 gallons, the minimum cost for 
the largest user about one cent. If 
it has to be aerated, filtered and 
chiorinated, the cost will run be- 
tween 3 and 4 cents. If it also 
must be treated to fit it for boiler 
use, the cost may run as high as 8 
cents, although 5 cents is the usual 
figure. Main water, however, also 
requires some softening. 

“Piped water is everywhere 
available in the settled portions of 
the East Side. The intake of the 
company which supplies Alton is 
just above that city. That of the 
company which supplies East St. 
Louis, Granite City and Belleville 
is on Chouteau Island, which is 
about two miles north of the 
Chain-of-Rocks plant, and almost 
opposite the mouth of the Missouri 
River. ‘There is a standby intake 
station at East St. Louis, where also 
the sedimentation basin and filtra- 
tion plant is located.  . 

““The average daily demand of 
20,000,000 gallons is supplied by 
pur ping facilities having a 24-hour 
capacity of 57,000,000 gallons. 
Booster and standby stations are 
located at strategic points in the 
territory served, with storage fa- 
cilities holding upwards of 14,000,- 
009 gallons. 

“Distributed through some 400 
miles of mains there its an average 
pressure of 45 to 50 pounds per 
square inch. The rates for indus- 
trial users are very low, consider- 
ing the quality of the water.” 

Mr. Porter says that more detail- 
ed information, including chemical 
analyses and cost data may be had 


either to the Industrial Bureau of 
the Granite City District or. to the 
Industrial Bureau of the Industrial 
Club of St. Louis. 


Natural Gas Used in St. Louis. 

Natural gas, piped through 526 
miles of maias from Northern 
Louisiana to St. Louis, is now be- 
ing utilize? in steel and other 
manufacture. According to the In- 
dustrial Bureau 100 million cubic 
feet of high pressure natural gas 
can be delivered, daily in St. Louis, 
and a 50 per cent additional supply 
is well within the capacity of the 
system.

GOOD IN ST. LOU 


Shippers From St. Louis Have 
Unusual Advantages in 
Loading Freight. 


The St. Louis shipper enjoys un- 
usual advantages in placing - less 
than car load lots of merchandise 
in the hands of the railroad hand- 
ling the shipment. 

According to the Industrial Club 
of St. Louis the St. Louis plan is 
not matched in any other metro- 
politan city. In explaining the 
plan, an official of the Industrial 
Club sponsored the following: 

“Spreading in all directions from 
St. Louis to every section of the 
country are 19 great trunk line 
railroads. Their freight stations in 
St. Louis—as in other large cities— 
are miles apart. 

“Ordinarily, a manufacturer’s lo- 
cal trucking opeartions would be a 
constant problem. His trucks 
would run long distances through 
crowded traffic to the different 
freight yards. Delays, dispropor- 
tionate costs, and inconvenience 
would be the rule, fust as they are 
today in every other major dis- 
tributing center. 

“But. St. Louis has solved this 
problem. Its railroads operate 
their own universal, off-track 
terminals located for the conveni- 
ence of the shipper, rather than 
with regard to track layouts. The 
shipper delivers goods, wherever 
bound, to any one of the six con- 
venient terminals. There he fre- 
ceives his railroad receipts. 

“Railroad responsibility begins 
immediately. Every line is a part 
of this one system, which results 
in reduced cartage expense to the 
shipper. Five hundred and thir- 
ty-seven huge tractors and trailers 
ply on railroad dispatchers’ sched- 
ules between terminals and freight 
yards. The distribution is all dorfe 
quickly, efficiently, economically 
and its cost is absorbed by the 
railroad lines. 

“Incoming freight is similarly 
handled. Seven million pounds of 


dise passes through the system 
daily. Shippers may, if they wish, 
contract with the terminal at com- 
petitive rates for service. 

“This virtual extension of the 
railroads to every section of St. 
Louis is a distinct advantage as an 
adjunct to the extraordinary facili- 
ties of the railroads in St. Louis. 
To companies located in St. Louis 
it means a saving of time and re- 
sults in actual trucking econ- 
omies.”

Instruction in first and second 
class Morse signaling, first and sec- 
ond class semaphore, and first and 
second class first aid will be given 
at the Wednesday evening classes, 
held att he Michael School from 
7:30 to 9 p. m., Dec. 10 and 17. A 
third class in these subjects will 
meet at the school Monday evening, 
Dec. 22. 

The regular December board of 
review, to examine candidates for 
the court, will be held in each of 
the districts starting a week from 
tomorrow night.

As the closing feature of a note- 
worthy week in realty, plans were 
announced yesterday for a garage 
on a large scale for the Railway 
Express Agency, Inc... the operat- 
ing company of the former Amer- 
ican Railway Express Co., for 
which a. half block on the north 
side of Spruce st. between Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, 332 by 150 
feet, has been acquired through 
Henry R. Weisels, Inc._ 

The J. W: Kopman Construction 
Co., purchaser of the site, costing 
about $225,000, will erect and re- 
tain ownership of the building, in- 
volving an investment of $150,000 
for construction alone. The _ ex- 
press company will occupy the 
building under a l5-year lease, 
calling for annval rentals aggre- 
gating $400,000, with an option for 
an additional 10 years at annua! 
rentals aggregating $260,000, a to- 
tal of $660,000. Contracts with t#e 
express company call for comple- 
tion May 1, 1931. 

The east part of the Site, 150 by 
150, including the northwest cor- 
ner of Fifteenth and Spruce 
streets, was owned by the Johnson 
land Co., represented by the Hen- 
ry Heimenz Jr Realty Co. The’ 
northeast corner of Sixteenth and 
Spruce streets was acquired from 
the Commonwealth Trust Co., and 
the adjoining ground on the north : 
from the Railway Express Co., 
which happened to own it. Nego- 
liations for the purchase were han- 
died throughout by Arnold H. 
Mareont, secretary of Henry’  R. 
Weisels, Inc. 

The building will occupy the en- 
tire site, including the north and 
eouth alley of this block. An ordi- 
mance for vacation of this alley, 
without compensation to the city, 
is pending in the Board of Alder- 
men, and has been approved by 
Streets Committee. It will be 
one story in height comprising 
50.000 square feet. Construction 
will be of concrete and brick, with 
specially designed steel truss roof. 
The garage proper will be equipped 
with repair pits and maintenance 
facilities. Space also will be a)- 
loted for offices and storage pur- 
poses for the No Mark Depart- 
.-ment of the express company. 

Much Activity in Area. 

This deal focuses renewed atten- 
tion on this district which 
has been the center of record 
building projects, which, in one or 
two instances, promise to. prove 
valuable assets to-the commercial 
interests of the city. 

These include, notably, the 21- 
story St. Louis Mart and Terminal 
warehouse project, embracing the 
block bounded by Twelfth, Spruce, 
Thirteenth and Poplar streets, with 
track connections with the Termi- 
nal yards in Mill Creek Valley, to 
be financed by the Terminal Rail- 
way Association. The foundation, 
covering most of the block, has 
been completed for this structure, 
with bids being received for the 
superstructure. Plans for this proj- 
ect were drawn by Preston J. Brad- 
shaw, with J. W. Knight Engineer- 
i Co. as engineers in charge. 
Piles for the foundation were driv- 
en by the Smith Brennan Concrete 
Pile Co. 

The movement in this section 
had its inception with the erection 
of the J. C. Penney warehouse, 
13 stories in height, embracing the 
bleck bounded by Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth, Spruce and Poplar 
streets, with rail connections with 
the Terminal Railway yards on the 
south. 

The Santa Fe Railway Co. owns 
the property on both sides of Pop- 
lar street between Fourteenth and 
Sixteenth streets, purchased during 
the last two or three years through 
the Ewanciscus Realty Co. While 
nothing official to this effect is 
known, the presumption is that the 
Santa Fe has acquired thie ground 
as a site for a freight depot, with 
plans for eventually entering St.

MOSCOW, Dec. 6—HEHight = en- 
gineers, confessed plotters for the 
overthrow of the Soviet Union 
through foreign intervention  to- 
night await the sentence of the Su- 
preme Court, either death. or im- 
prisonment. . 

After a brief session of the court 
today at which the last two of the 
défendants, Sergel Kuprianov and 
Xenophon Sitnin, pleaded for their 
lives in order that they . might 
“work for the upbuilding of. the 
country,” the Judges retired to de- 
liberate on the sentences which will 
be pronounced probably at 6 
o'clock Sunday evening. The trial 
began Nov. 25. . 

Prosecutor N, B. Krilenko in a 
long closing argument demanded 
the death penaity for all of the 
eight defendants, but it was gener- 
ally exvected mercy would be 
shown some of them. Ten years’ 
imprisonment is the usual Soviet 
maximum. 

Both Kuprianov and Bitnin, like 
the others who had already plead- 
ed before the court, admitted their 
guilt while asking for mercy. 

“T know that the proletarian 
court has no feelings of vengeance,” 
Kuprianov said, “and therefore I 
hope I may have an opportunity 
through honest work to wipe the 
blot froin my name.” 

Alexander Pedtov, a trembling 
old. man, said he did not want to 
die a traitor’s death, but wished to 
live so that he might partly redeem 
himself.

CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—Chicago’s jobless were assured a $100,000 
gift today from Northwestern University. The donation became cer- 
tain with approval today by the Big Ten Faculty Committee on Ath- 
letics of the transfer of the Northwestern-Notre Dame game of Oct. 
10, 1931, from South Bend, Ind., to Soldier Field, Chicago. 


Northwestern will take a chance 
on realizing from extra seating a 
return of the $100,000 in the Notre 
Dame game. 


The proposal was made 
Northwestern after the committee 
had refused to permit the teams 
to play their 1930 renewal at Sol- 
dier Field for the benefit of the 
unemployed. Northwestern then 
offered $100,000 to the Illinois Un- 
employment Commission, provided 
the 1931 game could be shifted, 
and Notre Dame agreed.

That Moaning Sound. 
HENEVER this subject is 
brought up, expect to hear 

sounds of distress from any 
nearby baseball player. The 
abandonment of the sacrifice 
fly will cut several percentage 
Points from every batter's fig- 


ures and, in sOme instances, a 
considerable percentage. 

For example: The batting 
average of the American League 
as a whole for the entire season 
was .289, on the old sacrifice fly 
basis. Cutting out ALL sacrifices, 
the batting average of the league 
as a whole would have been cut 
9 percentage points, to .280. 

Undoubtedly more than half 
of these sacrifices credited last 
year were NOT intentional, so 
that an average shrinkage of five 
or more points per man may be 
looked for under the proposed 
new rule. This includes pitchers 
and other players not often call- 
ed upon to sacrifice. In the case 
of the hard hitters, there will be 
instances in which batting aver- 
ages will shrink as much as 15 
per cent, 

Players realize this—hence the 
moaning. 
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Standardize Parks. 

HERE will be some conver- 

sution about limiting or zon- 
ing the home run, and de-rabbit- 
ting the baseball, at the New 
York gatherings: but probably 
nothing will be done about them. 

There is no doubt that the 


home run is becoming cheaper 
every year; but as long as the 
public seems to like it magnates 
are content to mark time. 

The fact is our radio-educated 
fans, trained to expect ear- 
piercing ‘“‘mike’’ screams over a 
pop fly or a long foul, have real- 
ly come to believe that the home 
run is about all there is to base- 
ball except the final score. 

The finesse of other days 
does not interest modern fans. 
The home run is. gradually 
knocking all the “inside” out of 
baseball. 

By increasing the distance of 
the nearest pavilion or stand on 
fair territory ftom home ,plate, 
home runs could easily be re- 
duced and the fielders get a 
chance to show the public that, 
in a park of proper size a home 
run ig just a long fly. But that 
would mean increasing. all 
parks in size—which is  im- 
possible in many cases. 

There is no doubt that the 
public would grieve deeply over 
a change that would reduce the 
hitting thrills materially. A re-

The Law and the Boxer. 
AUL SWIDERSKI'S suit 
against Referee Walter Heis- 

ner and Commissioner Seneca 

Tdylor has an important bearing 

on the entire commission plan of 

boxing control. 

If a court gan deprive the ref- 
eree and commissioners of their 
discretionary powers, then the 
entire cOmmission system is nul- 
,lified. A boxer at any time 
might appeal from an adverse 
ruling by referee or commission 
and flout the ponmncertned delegated 
by the State. 

In the Rosenbloom fight both 
the referee and the commissioner 
agreed on the ruling against 
Swiderski and on the stopping 
of the bout. The law reads, in 
part; “A referee shall stop a 
bout whenever he deems it ad- 
visable because of the physical 
condition of one or both of the 
contestants, or when one con- 
testant is clearly outclassed by 
the other, or whenever he de- 
cides that a contestant is not 
making his best efforts or for 
any other sufficient reason!” 

. * = 

That's a plain statement as to 
the referee’s authority and seems 
to entitle him to use his own 
judgment as to whether a fighter 
is giving his best efforts. 

As that was done in the Swi- 
derski case, the boxer’s outlook 
seems just too bad. But should 
the Court find in his favor, box- 
ing might as well put up the 
shutters. No commissioner work- 
ing without a salary is going to 
make himself a target for per- 
sonal damage suits filed by every 
disgruntled fighter he attempts 
to discipline.

Dillon vs. Coliseum A. C.

have occurred in local boxing 
history before this. More than 
15 years ago Jack Dillon and 
Knockout Brown fought at the 
Coliseum and the bout was 
stopped because the fighters 
were not giving their best ef- 
forts, in the opinion of the ref- 
eree. Their purses were with- 
held. Dillon filed suit for his 
share, some $650. 

There was no official commis- 
sion at that time. The matter 
dragged along in court for sev- 
eral years and finally was com- 
promised. 

In 1923 Jock Malone fought 
Frank Carbone here under the 
auspices of the city commission. 
That bout was stopped and the 
purses of both fighters forfeited. 
The money, $2300, was paid into 
the city treasury. Malone 
threatened suit after a commis- 
sion hearing resulted adversely, 
but did not take action. 

Swiderski’s personal damage 
suit is the first taken against a 
commission and a referee acting 


under the authority of the law.

but there is still another way and 
because of this no man should lack 
practice. Maybe you will laugh 
when I tell you my next scheme, 
but just try it and you will not 
laugh long. Go to tha nearest shop 
where children’s playthings are 
sold. Get an ordinary air balloon 
which, when inflated to its full, is 
about the size of a football. 
Throw this balloon up and watch 
it come floating down. When you 
decide that the moment is right, 
jump up and head the balloon. I 
am willing to bet that the first 
time you try you do not head the 
ball with your forehead. Your tim- 
ing will be all wrong. Here you 
will get training in keeping your 
eye upon the ball, in timing and di- 
rection. You cannot do any dam- 
age, but you will get a lot of amuse- 


whereas, if they run back a couple 
of paces, they could probably get 
the ball on their chests, down under 
control, and then kick it. This is 
especially so with center half- 
backs. I do not need, I think, to 
go into great detail as to why a 
man cannot pass the ball so accu- 
rately with his head as with his 
feet. It must be obvious. All I 
need to say is that heading the ball 
when you could just as easily get a 
kick at it, is rank bad judgment. 

Now I want to show how the 
center halfback can still take a 
great interest in the attacking force 
of his side. As I explained last 
week, the man in this position must 
now give so much more time to de- 
fense that he is in great danger of 
forgetting attack. 

You have heard of the so-called 
“W”" formation? This merely 
means that the inside forwards 
must come back, not only to help in 
defense, as I explained when 


writing about wing halfback play, 


but to take the ball from the half- 
backs and carry it along to the 
forwards for attack. 

I want you to study the diagram 
of this week. Numbers 8 and 10 


are the inside forwards and num- 
ber 4 


is the center half-back. I 
show the center half behind his 
wing halves (numbers 5 and 6) 
where he must be these days. Now 
if the center half-back has the ball 
he must not boot it and hope for 
the best; yet that is what is hap- 
pening too often these days. 


would have been found on a line 
where I now show the inside for- 
wards.. He could then distribute 
the ball almost at will. That was 
the first essence of football. He 
could feed the wings with wide 
passes. But let him try that meth.- 
od today and it is likely that he 
will either send the ball out of play 
or to an opponent. He must kick 
the ball so hard that accuracy is 
almost impossible, 


‘Be Accurate at All Times. 

But, instead of that, he can 
start attacks if he will use the ball. 
Instead of trying to feed the wing- 
er, feed the inside men. They have 
come back and they can take the 
ball and in time slip it through to 
the winger, or the center forward. 
80 the same objective as of old is 
reached, but instead of by one 
movement, two are used. While l 
prefer one movement where possi- 


ible, I do not advise risking things 


by taking but one pass when two 
will ensure accuracy. 

You will see that I have con- 
nected the inside’ forwards and the 
center half. That shows the first 
passes. Possible second passes are 
indicated by dotted lines. There 
is no reason at all why the center 
half should now be a destructive 
force purely and simply. He must 
attack in some shape or form and 
this, I think, is the best way of do- 
ing it.

How to Practice. 


How can you attain perfection in 
heading? There are several ways. 
If you can get several of your 
friends out on to the field with 
you and head a ball round or from 
one to another that will help. But 
that is not always possible. There 
is another way. If you have a ball 


whenever it comes within reach, 
jump and head it. The ball will 
come to you from all angles. Some- 
times it will drop almost straight at 
you, then it will come_ twisting 
round just as a “center’’:comes 
twisting round. Believe me, you 
will get some real heading prac- 
tice this way. What is still more 
important, you will have to keep 
your eye upon the ball all the time 
and that is the secret of good head- 
work. 

It is just possible that you will 
not have this available space in

and the sound film.”’ 

As previously indicated, the next 
few years will undoubtedly witness a 
race between the two groups for more 
complete command of concert artists, 
but Mr. Diamond is quick to point out 
that his organization not only does 
not plan to war on mechanized music, 
but that such an effort would be futile 
and foolish. 


q4 Prieto re music is responsi- 


ble for providing a constant 
and increasing stream of 
artists for the radio, the sound film 
and mechanical music in general,” 
Mr. Diamond states. ‘‘Thus, on the 
face of it it would be absurd 
for us to want to oppose radio music, 
since that is so important a field for 
the appearance of our performers.” 
Instead of indulging in the usual in- 
discriminate indictment of mechanized 
music, Mr. Diamond points out the 
radio has actually been a successful 
missionary in the cause of good music. 
People in the most out-of-the-way vil- 
lages and towns who had never heard 
a symphony orchestra before the ad- 
vent of radio, and who thought that 
Jeritza was a brand of cold cream, 
are now familiar with famous composi- 
tions and the singing and playing of 
the foremost artists. Mr. Diamond re- 
lates that the prestdent of the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System’ recently 
made the statement to him that the 
public taste, as reflected by request 
letters and the types of programs be- 
ing sponsored by business firms, has 
definitely veered from jazz music to 
that of symphonies and performers 


of quality. At the same time radio has 
actually created a demand for per- 
sonal concerts, particularly by artists 
heard over the air. Thus it becomes 
evident that whereas the new organi- 
zation is far from wanting to war 


against radio music, it will undoubted- 
ly spiritedly resist any effort of radio 
to gain control of the concert business 
and thus monopolize musical perform- 
ances.

By personality § and 
training he is well equipped for his 
present job. A graduate of the 
New York Law School, he entered 
the practice of law at the age of 21.

He has a rather 
full face which, when photographed, 
gives the impression of a large, stout 
man, but actually he is somewhat 
smaller than average. He has blue 
eyes, a mild manner and is very soft- 
spoken. There are none of the quali- 
ties of showmanship about him, but 
at the same time the impression he 
gives of calm and deliberate judgment 
inclines one to regard him as a type 
well suited by temperament to act as 
arbiter and peacemaker. 

These qualities are illustrated by his 
accomplishment of a feat last summer 
that has made his name familiar in 
Europe. 


E WAS the man who negotiat- 

ed the ‘‘peace treaty’’ in Paris 

last July between American talk- 
ing picture interests and the German 
group that controlled the basic talkie 
patents. Despite intense rivalry be- 
tween the various German groups man- 
ufacturing talkie equipment, Diamond, 
after several years of effort, succeeded 
in getting them to pool their resources 
and work together. This merged group 
controlled basic sound patents and was 
therefore in a position effectively to 
close the European market to Ameri- 
can movie producers on grounds of in- 
fringement. Diamond, however, pre- 
vented this and avoided lengthy and 
costly litigation by arranging a series 
of conferences abroad at which a 
working agreement was reached 
whereby German claims were recog- 
nized and at the same time the for- 
eign market was kept open to Ameri- 
can producers. Mr. Diamond's skill 
as an organizer and peacemaker were 
here strikingly demonstrated, and 
these qualities, coupled with his long 
familiarity with musical enterprise, 
made his choice as director of the des- 
tintjes of the Producing Music Man- 
agers’ Association a logical one.

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The constructive program of the 
new organization calls for two accom- 
plishments which will be of great in- 
terest to music lovers in general.

managers avoided a conflict in sched. 
ules. It was also frequently impos- 
sible to give artists work without 
jumping them about the country 
Their earnings would be consumed in 
traveling expenses and their perform- 
ances would suffer from fatigue inet 
dental to their trips.’ 


LL that is changed under the 
Ar organization. The associa- 

tion's district representatives 
will go out, each with his list of at- 
tractions, and working in harmony 
with local concert managers and music 
lovers in smaller centers, will arrange 
sensible schedules and routes, offering 
a greater selection of artists at lower 
fees than possible before and insur 
ing, at the same time, more money for 
the artists. 

In addition to providing more con 
certs at a lower cost, the new organ. 
ization plans to undertake a campaign 
to get municipal governments to pro- 
vide a regular subsidy to guarantee a 
minimum of concerts. 

‘Germany has something like 127 
local opera houses subsidized by mu 
nicipalities; America has only two.” 
Diamond points out. ‘“‘The enthusiasm 
with which great artists are received 
in this country makes it plain that we 
are not behind Europe in our musica! 
appreciations. But we are behing 
Europe in our willingness to recognize 
the value of providing some subsidy to 
insure the regular performance of good 
music. That is an educational func- 
tion as important as the provision of 
public schools. 

“Your own city of St. Louis has set 
a good example by building a fine out- 
door auditorium and then subsidizing 
performances there. Similarly, look 
how much more musical entertainment! 
could be provided and at a lower coat 
to the public if municipalities would 
provide a concert hall or opera house 
for visiting artists, and, acting with 
the local concert manager, subsidize 
the appearance there of a certain num- 
ber of artists by underwriting the con- 
certs. The growth of a movement of 
that kind would undoubtedly hasten a

But whatever the exact status of the 
ultimate beauty crown of 1921, Edith 
Mae's brief appearance in the light of 
fame, occasioned by the winning of a 
$3500 prize, with attendant publicity, 
profoundly changed the course of her 
life. Very close she came, Edith Mae 
confesses, to succumbing to the lure 
of Hollywood's fleshpots. There have 
been several ‘‘narrow escapes’ in the 
career that has led her at last to evan- 
gelism. ; 

Before she won the prize she was 
Edith Mae Patterson, strikingly beau- 
tiful. the daughter of a_wefi-to-do 
family in Pine Bluff, Arkansas. She 
grew up like other girls of her crowd 
in the town, going to dances and 
bridge parties. To be sure, with her 
family. she was a member of the Chris- 
tian Church, a firm believer, but it was 
not, she says now, with any whole- 
souled conviction. She went away to 
college for a year or two, to Rice In- 
stitute at Houston, Texas, and then 
she decided to teach school in Pine 
Bluff. Several of the girls she knew 
were staying home that year, there 
were to be many parties and she want- 
ed to share in the good time. 

That summer of 1921 she toured 
California with her family. But just 
prior to leaving she had some excel- 
lent photographs made. Her aunt 
mailed one of these in to the beauty 
contest. And when Edith Mae came 
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back from the West she 
discovered -herself on 
the way to fame. At 
least it was a _ begin- 
ning. The directors of 
the contest wanted her 
to come to St. Louis to 
appear before the dis- 
tinguished judges. Ten 
Other girls came from 
the Southwest and were 
kuests at a downtown 
hotel. On the appoint- 
ed day they posed and 
pirouetted for the crit- 
ical jury. Not in bath- 
ing suits, however. It 
was not that kind of a 
contest. The next day 
the judges told Edith Mae that she 
had won the sectional prize of $1000. 


ant homecoming. She got back 

just in time to take up school 
teaching, but she admits there was 
very little work done those first few 
days, what with all the excitement at- 
tendant upon the contest. And when, 
10 days later, Edith Mae got a long- 
distance telephone call informing her 
that she had won the national prize 
and $2500, school was called off 
and again she left for St. Louis. in a 
blaze of glory this time.

She 
had been brought up to believe that 
the stage was a pretty sinful place. 
However, she did accept a contract for 
a week at the Missouri Theater for 
personal appearances. It was chiefly 
a little talk and then posing in vari- 
cus costumes furnished by St. Lwuuis 
stores. For this she gct $500. And 
money was coming in from many other 
sources, for modeling clothes and hats 
and shoes, for brief personal ap- 


Pax BLUFF gave her a triumph- 
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pearances in stores and _ theaters. 
Back in Pine Bluff, the town outdid 
itself to show appreciation of the honor 
that had come to its fairest daughter. 
And the town was fairly overwhelmed 
when Edith Mae announced that she 
had decided to forego all stage offers. 
The pastors of four churches devoted 
special sermons to her on Sunday. In 
her own church the minister called her 
to the pulpit and commanded the mem- 
bers of the congregation to take out 
their handkerchiefs and wave them 
in the air in honor of a girl who was 
not only beautiful but able to with- 
stand temptation. It was very excit- 
ing, says Edith Mae, looking back.

J. Battle 
Pennington was one of the reasons for 
this decision.

At a dramatic moment in the 
song he pulled aside a cloth covering 
and there stood Edith Mae, posing in 
an evening gown in a great gold frame. 
The effect was so realistic, she says, 
that sometimes the audience gasped 
when she stepped out of the frame to 
co a kind of dance and monologue to 
music. 

At the conclusion of the tour of the 
Southwest there were further bookings 
in the East, but Edith Mae decided to 
have a try at the movies. All this time 
her mother, Mrs. Patterson, had been 
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with her, exercising 
the most careful chap- 
\ eronage. That she 
continued to do when 
the party landed in 
/ Hollywood. Pennington 
went along to con- 
tinue in the role of 
manager of Edith 
Mae's affairs. She had 
little trouble getting 
on with Famous-Play- 
ers-Lasky, as, at the 
time of the beauty contest, she 
had had screen tests made that 
were very favorable. 

She was assigned to a small 
part in ‘“‘The Spanish Dancer,” a pic- 
ture that was starring Pola Negri and 
Antonio Moreno. Even during her 
work in pictures Edith Mae was never 
out of sight of her mother. Mrs. 
Patterson grew to be a familiar figure 
on every set. 

“I think some of them didn’t like 
it very well,’ says Edith Mae, ‘‘but 
that didn’t make any difference to 
me.”’ 

When ‘The Spanish Dancer’’ was 
finished, Edith Mae felt a great unrest 
come over her. Tentatively she was 
offered a better role in another pic- 
ture and beyond that stretched the 
alluring vista of possible stardom. But 
she was going around from one church 
to another, seeking, she says, sal- 
vation. Nowhere could she find it, 
although she went to churches of 
nearly every sect and, incidentally, 
to Mrs. Aimee Semple McPherson's 
Angelus Temple.

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NEW YORK. 

F THERE has been a 
Democratic conspiracy to 
bring about hard times 
during a Republican ad- 
ministration, the wife of 
the Democratic Governor 
of New York apparently was not one 
of the conspirators.

general appearance are reproduced 
and its manner of construction—the 
joining, pegging, etc.—is followed.

Mass production has no place in the 
Val Kill shop. Each master crafts- 
man makes a complete piece of furni- 
ture; when it is ready to take its 
place in a home, it is all his work. 
And he signs it with his name. 

There are nine expert cabinet mak- 
ers in the factory and a number of 
other skilled craftsmen. Other em- 
ployes, recruited from families in the 
neighborhood, are learning the trade 
of eabinet making.

Q-OPERATION between workers 
OF: management has been em

But when, later in the day, 
they met another sealer, the opinion 
was expressed that it might be one of 
Andree's carrier pigeons, and although 
they did not know that Andree had 
begun his balloon journey, the skipper 
returned to the place where he had 
shot the bird and set out two boats 
to look for it. 

Strangely enough, one of the boats 
actually found the bird, and when 
the skipper saw that it really was a 
pigeon he examined it more closely 
and then found the letter cylinder. 
This was made of parchment, soaked 
in paraffin and had, outside, the fol- 
lowing message written in Norwegian: 

‘From Andree’'s polar expedition to 
Aftonbladet (an evening paper), 
Stockholm. Open the cylinder from 
the side and take out two letters; of 
these the one in ordinary hand is to 
be wired to Aftonbladet, the one in 
shorthand is to be sent by the first 
post to the paper.” 

In the cylinder there was found a 
short letter. It read as follows:

People 
dered why this dispatch was miss- 
ing, but, knowing what we do 
now, it is not strange that Strindberg 
was unable to devote any time to writ- 
ing it. 


HE poor pigeon, which had been 

a day and a half without food, 

was so tired out that it had sat 
with its head under its wing, and could 
certainly have been caught alive. 

Now, there is no long rest or peace 
for the aeronauts or the Eagle. It is 
true that Andree went down into the 
car to sleep after the pigeons had been 
released, but Strindberg is certainly 
right when he says Andree will prob- 
ably not get any proper rest. For the 
balloon has now sunk so low that the 
car has again begun to strike against 
the ice. 

As far as Strindberg is concerned, 
he hits on the plan of climbing up into 
the balloon’s carrying ring, where he 
thinks it is “confoundedly pleasant.”’ 
He feels himself so safe and at home 
up there. He knows that up there the 
bumps will be felt lees, so that he can 
sit there calmly and write ‘without 
having to hold fast.”’ | 

It is true that the vibration of the 
guide rope is felt up there, which is 
not the case in the car itself, but 
this is as nothing compared to the 
unpleasantness caused in the car by 
the bumping. 

At 2:06 p. m. the fog is again bad. 
There comes from it a fine drizzle 
which gathers on the ropes like hoar- 
frost, a condition of things which, of 
course, is extremely dangerous, as it 
quickly increases the weight of the 
balloon.
